WASHINGTON, June 21.—American sol- 


diet's are now holding the fighting line for a 
distance of 38 miles on the western front, ac- 
cording to information given members of the 
house military committee today at the weekly 
conference with Secretary Baker and General 
March, chief of staff. 


COPENHAGEN, June 21—The situ- 


ation at Prague, Bohemia, and the in- 
dustrial centers in that district, says 
the Neue Freie Presse of Vienna, has 
become so serious that the Austrian 
government will either be compelled 
to increase the bread ration or run the 
risk of still further exciting the work- 
ing people. In the latter event, 
the 


newspaper declares, raUway commun- 
ication would be cut off and a revolu- 
tion would break out. 


PARIS, June 21.—The leading Amer- 


ican ace in the French Flying Corps,

paid little attention to the other ma- 
chines, believing: them to be British. 


It turned out the machines were Ger- 


man and all ot theni seized an oppor- 
tunity to attack Baylies simultaneous- 
ly. The e.fieray had the advantage of 
position and number, but Baylies put 
up a game fight. He attempted to take 
the offensive, but his machine caught 


flre and fell after a few moments about 
six miles within the German lines. 


Sergeant Marcari thinks that Lieut. 


Baylies may have had a good landing 
if he escaped death in the flames of his 
burning machine. 


From Feb, 19, 191S, up to June 7, 


Lieut. Baylies had gained 12 aerial vic- 
tories and had been promoted 
from 


corporal to sergeant and then to first 
lieutenant. On June 1 he was awarded 
the Cross of the Legion of Honor and 
he had been cited-in French army or- 
ders several times previously. He was 
22 years old. 


Joining the American Field Ambu- 


lance in February, 1916, he served in 
it in France. Serbia and Macedonia.

Corps because of defective vision, he 
was accepted by the French army and 
rapidly gained a reputation as an in- 
trepid and successful airman.

at the plant for^the transportation of 
coke from one building to another af- 
ter the gas is extracted from the coal 
The machine is operated by three dif- 
ferent shifts. One man works eight 
hours, another follows for eight hours 
while the third man works but four 
hours on the talfer and he puts in the 
rest of. his eight hours at some other 
work, for the talfer is operated bui 
20 hours a day. 
Last Monday, 
the officials 
of 
the 


company signed an agreement with the 
firemen's union 
by which 
the men, 


who heretofore worked seven days 
week, would work but six days and 
receive <riay for seven days. 
The men 


employed on the talfer agreed between 
themselves that they would alternate 
at the work, working two weeks at 
eight hours a day and two weeks at 
four hours a day on the talfor and 
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four hours at some other work. 
La- 


ter, however, two of the three men, 
not being satisfied with that arrange- 
ment, decided it would be best for the 
men to all work eight hours at the 
talfer, but the other union men claim 
that that is out of the question, for 
the talfer is in operation but 20 hours 
a day. 
The two men in question, it 


is stated, 
left their work yesterday 


morning and 
a few hours later, 10 


other men, who are employed in what 
is known as the retort house, 
went 


out on what was referred to today as 
a "sympathetic strike." 


The union officials declared this noon 


that the union was not responsible for 
the walk-out, for the action of the men 
was not sanctioned by the organiza- 
tion. They stated that the agreement 
with the officials of the Gas Co. was 
satisfactory in every way-rand that the 
men had no reason to leave their work. 


The president of the Gas'Co., in con- 


versation with a Sun reporter, stated 
that, the company was not responsible 
for the trouble, that the grievance was 
between the men themselves. He also 
stated that unless the men return to 
work pretty quick the residents of 
Lowell Will be deprived of gas, for the 
supply on hand will last until tomor- 
row night only, and, accordingly, he 
urges-the gas users to limit their sup- 
ply until the grievances are settled. 


The union officials hope that a settle- 


nent will be reached some time today 
and that the men will return to work 
tomorrow. 


INTENSE RESENTMENT AND 


EXCITEMENT 
IN AUSTRIA 


LONDON, June 21.—Further infor- 
mation confirming reports of intense 
resentment and excitement in Austria 
over ths reduction of the bread ration 
is' quoted from Austrian newspaoers 
by the correspondent of the Times at 
The Hague. 


Among the subsidiary causes of the 


anger is the fact that notification oi 
the reduction was not made until 
noon, Monday, although it had 
been 


enforced from early 
that 
morning, 


when loud and excited protests were 
raised. 


Premier von Seydler is accused by 


the Socialist Arbeiter Zeitung of Vien- 
na, of producing a disastrous situation 
by favoring- the agrarians and trad- 
ers. 
It says the situation could cer- 


tainly have been prevented. The pa- 
per rails against Germany and Hun- 
gary and, tells 
the authorities they 


must immediately draw the attention 
of those countries to the fact that 
food conditions in Austria are intoler- 
able and demand necessary assistance. 
It adds: 


"The 
Austrian 
population 
cannot 
starve while Germany and 
Hungary 


have tolerably adequate rations. The 
Austrian government must be placed 
nnder tutelage even in matters relat- 
ing to the food supply. 
It has de- 


served to he subjected to guardian- 
ship,-but the population must ntt be 
punished with starvation for the fail- 
ure of the govednment."

GERMANS OFFER 100 MARKS 


FOR SICK DOG TO EAT 


LONDON. June 21.—Food conditions 


in Germany are becoming worse and 
there is great discontent there, owinj 
to the reduction in the bread rations 
according to a Dutchman interviewee 
by the correspondent of the Times at 
The Hague. The Dutchman had just 
returned from working in the Krupp 
plant at Essen, which he .le£t..because 
lie could not stand the food conditions 
The German people, he added, feared 
to grumble openly, lest they be sent to 
the front. 


The correspondent says that the tes- 


timony corroborates what he has hear 
from many other witnesses, and adds: 
"One popular saying is that the people 
will pay 100 marks for a sick dog to 
eat. The war is becoming very unpop- 
ular among the workers but this feel- 
ing ebbs and flows with the tide of Ger- 
many's-success and the English 
are 
generally cursed."

LONDON, June 21.—Philip Edward 


Morrell, liberal, representing a small

"That this house desires that the

E. L. GOULD FIRST ASTRONOMER 


TO PICK UP NEW BRIGHT 


STAR 


CAMBRIDGE, June 
21.—The first 


American astronomer to pick up the 
new bright star recently discovered in 


the constellation Aquila. was B. L. 
Gould, of East Orange. N. J., the Har- 
vard college observatory announced in 
a bulletin issued today. Many emi- 
nent scientists and amateur star gaz- 
ers had laid claim to the honor, which 
was considered quite noteworthy, as) 
the star was the brightest seen in 
several centuries. 


Based on reports on file at the ob- 
servatory. Prof. Edward C. Pickering 
the director, said that the first Ameri- 
can discoverer of the Nova, according 
to accounts so far received here was 
Mr. Gould, who noticed it Saturday 
evening:.. June 8, at 13 hours, 50 min- 
utes, Greenwich mean time, which was 
S.5 0 p. m., eastern standard time, or 
9.50 
p. m., daylight saving time. 
The 


latter is not officially recognized by 
astronomers in their calculations. 


In a previous bulletin, Director Pic- 


kering said that the first direct infor- 
mation reached the observatory In a 
-telephone message from Warren H. 
Cudworth, of Norwood, Mass., who no- 
ticed the star while returning home. 


Mi*. Cud worth's enterprise 
enabled 


the observatory staff to obtain.valua- 
ble photographs, but Mr. Gould, it was 
stated, saw it first.

The exactitude of the Italian artil-

Austrian aim, but was responsible for 
the heavy losses which are known to 
have been inflicted upon the attacking 
forces. The Italian machine gun (Ire

whenever the Austrian infantry moved 
forward, accentuating the decimation 
in the ranks caused by the larger 
guns.

The Young People's Welfare con 


mittee of Lowell has been organized 
study some of the problems confron 
Ing us.

The above is part of a letter sen 


out to the. mothers and fathers 
Lowell by the Young People's Welfare 
committee of this city and the lette: 
as a whole is one that should receivi 
the most careful attention of all who 
are interested in the safeguarding o 
the young against the evils indicated 


This question of safeguarding chil- 


dien may be regarded in two distinci 
aspects: first, as to their physica 
safety, or the protection of life and 
limb; and, second, the proper 
safe- 


guarding: of their morals by carefti 
guidance with the necessary direction 
and restraint. 


First, as to the physical safety of 


children, we have repeatedly spoken 
of the carelessness or even 
criminal 


neglect shown by some parents. This 
is a, matter so grave that some remedy 
IB absolutely necessary. Some munic- 
ipal- organization must interpose to 
bring such parents to a sense of their 
duty. To cite an example of condi- 
tions along our public streets, we may 
mention that although 
a 
child was 


nearly killed on Church street last 
Tuesday as a .result of running in 
front'of an auto, yet every day since, 
at 
the 
Very 
same 
danger 
point 


there has been a crowd of from ten to 
fifteen children, ranging in age from. 
fi\e to twelve, engaged in the sport 
of catching on to passing teams and 
trucks. It is really wonderful that 
more of them are not killed. The fact 
-that one -was run over but a few days 
ago and taken to the hospital with a 
fractured skull has not 
caused 
the 


parents in the vicinity to exercise any 
greater care for the safety of their 
little ones. They are probably work- 
ing in the mills and leave the children 
to run where they 
please 
for 
the 


greater part of the day. 


Such of them as are old enough to 


go to school 
attend 
during 
school 


hours and the others are on the 
streets. 
If 
an 
investigation 
were 


made, it would probably show that 
the mothers of some of 
them have 


left mere babes in charge 
of 
older 


children during the entire day. Thus 
the 
children 
who are 
old 
enough 


to 
run 
the 
streets 
are 
exposed 


to accidents 
while the infants 
at 


home 
are not 
receiving the 
care 


necessary to keep them alive and free 
from the diseases brought on by mal- 
nutrition and lack 
of 
proper 
care. 


The greed to earn good wages in the 
munition factories or the mills has 
induced some mothers to neglect their 
babes at home and to leave their older 
children 
exposed, unguarded, to 
all 


the dangers of the streets. 


Now as to the other dangers, the 


moral pitfalls in the path of the young, 
such as are referred to in the letter 
from which we quote, it may be said 
they are very numerous and that there 
is the greatest need of safeguarding 
the morals of the young. 


The. 
street may be regarded as the 


university of crime and when children 
congregate in gangs the innocent are 
corrupted. 
In many cases that have 


Lome to the attention of the police, 
children of tender years are taught to 
steal by their elders, while others are 
trained to playing crap and various 
other forms of minor gambling. Over 
such children there is no restraint as 
to what books they will read and as 
they grow older, they manage to at- 
tend the movies where they see many 
things that suggest crimes of various 
kinds to the youns mind. We be- 
iieve there arc many iilms presented 
in some of the local 
theatres that 


should he cut out by the censor, for, 
contrary to the general 
supposition, 


we have such an official. 


The vice of smoking cigarets is en- 


couraged by some sm.'ill stores that 
sell them to children. Xot infreriuunt- 
lv adults send children to stores for 
cigarets and pay them for their trou- 
ble by giving them some 
to smoke. 


These are but a few of the tomp'a- 


tions th;it are thrust upon children 
and 
against, 
whl.rh they should 
be 


protected. If the Young Pf'Oplo's "Wel- 
fare committee, succeeds in driving 
out some of tin- degrading allurements 
placed in the path of the young they 
will have rendered a service of inesti- 
mable value to this community.

of Great Britain in this country will be 
subject to draft only if they are be- 
tween 21 and 31 years of age, although 
'if living in England or Canada they 
•would be liable to draft if between IS 
and 45. 
Citizens of the United States 


living in Nova Scotia, for example, will 
be liable to draft if between the latter 
ages.

OUR SENSE OF PROPORTION 


It has been considered bad form to tell tales—to tell tales 


out of school—and this has been carried on till in our com-- 
munity and national life the due sense of proportion has been 
to a great extent lost. 


The correction of evil and wrong doing has been an unpopu- 


lar duty, we have submitted to so much because personal and or- 
ganized action to correct things was considered "bad form"—in 
fact so little has the individual assumed such duties, that when 
anyone stirred anything up, he was called a muck-raker, ac- 
cused of animosity to some one. or having an axe to grind and in 
many instances had actually lost his sense of proportion. 


Nevertheless, although we have held back the voluntary and 


dutiful action of the individual—discountenanced the efforts of 
the altruists—and even the best influences—in order to dis- 
courage the muck-rakers, the vindictive and the grafters, we have 
still permitted, participated in, and propitiated unpro'ven nvi- 
hcious slanders, ill-natured criticism and scoffing remarks against 
movements, organizations, persons, and even the government. : 


'Who steals my purse steals trash, 


But he who filches- from me my j,obd name 
Robs me of that which not enriches him 
And makes me poor indeed." 


Human nature is improving but will always have much to 


eliminate and this in one of the every day diversions of con- 
versation which should be eradicated—not by creating a scene 
which in peace times is bad form but by suppressed" contempt 
in silence.. 


In war time use your own judgment and your sense of pro- 


portion but fearlessly—Some things cannot be said nor listened 
to in war times without protest. 


Again—Our sense of proportion must outgrow our school 


days— telling tales is one thing, but duty to the country is an- 
other and anyone who will not report, try to correct, and back 
up the government in suppressing, punishing, and counteracting 
any evil or wrong thing that comes to his knowledge has no sense 
of proportion in regard to things that matter in war times. 


Every one of us is part of the government and we must see 


our wishes—and they must be accepted and adopted as our 
wishes—carried out' in' the spirit if not to the letter, but if pos- 
sible to the leter—We are in this war to win.

PEACE 'DEMIE HHL1 


IN HOUSE OF 


LONDON, June 21.—Philip Edward 


Morrell, liberal, representing: a small 
pacifist group in the house of com- 
mons, yesterday started, as his group 
does on every possible occasion, a de- 
bate on the 
question 
of peace by 


agreement by moving the following 
resolution: 


"That this house desires that the 


government will lose 
no 
diplomatic 


opportunity to settle the problems of 
the war by agreement and that to that 
end it expresses its opinion that se- 
cret treaties with allied governments 
should be revised since in their pres- 
ent form, they are inconsistent with 
the object for which this country en- 
tered the war and are therefore, a 
barrier to a democratic peace." 


The, motion was negatived without 


division. 


Philip Snowden, socialist, in 
sup- 


porting the resolution, asked Mr. Bal- 
four, secretary for- foreign affairs, to 
define what was meant by "peace of- 
fensive." He agreed with Mr. Morrell 
that nothing like a stable peace could 
be obtained until secret treaties were 
denounced. 


IVIr. Balfour began his reply by ex- 


plaining that by a peace offensive he 
meant any effort, by speech or other- 
wise under the guise of seeking 
an 


honorable termination of the present 
war, to divide the allies and discour- 
age individual members of the alli- 
ance. 


Mr. Balfour said that the British 


as a nation had been slow to believe 
that other nations could be animated 
by motives so widely separated from 
the motives which moved 
their own 


people. But it was a fact that Ger- 
many was pursuing her aim of univer- 
sal domination with 
persistent 
and 


elaborate care and foresight and with 
a ruthless cold-blooded 
determination 


which left Napoleonic tradition far 
behind.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, June 21.— 


The practice of cleaning machinery 
while it is in motion is the moat com- 
mon cause of industrial accidents in 
this state, according to a statement 
marie, yesterday by John P. Meade of 
Brockton, deputy commissioner of la- 
bor, before the recess' committee of 
the legislature which is studying pos- 
sible methods of decreasing tho num- 
ber and severity of accidents. 


"Wages lost each year from 
this 


cause," Mr. Meade said, "amount to 
hundreds of thousands, and it is ^a 
terrible toll the workmen of Massa- 
chusetts pay for their carelessness.

He expressed the opinion that the 


best method of remedying- existing 
conditions is the formation of shop 
committees in each factory, the mem- 


bers of these committees being re- 
quired to instruct unskilled operatives 
in the proper methods of handling and 
cleaning their machines. 
In several 


places of employment, notably in the 
Arnold Print Works at North Adams, 
this policy has been followed, with 
the result that accidents have been 
reduced practically 50 per cent

E. L. GOULD FIRST ASTRONOMER 


TO PICK UP NEW BRIGHT 


STAR 


CAMBRIDGE, June 
21.—Tlyj first 


American astronomer to pick up the 
new bright star recently discovered in 


the constellation Aquila.' was E. L. 
Gould, of Bast Orange. N. J., the Har- 
vard college observatory announced in 
a bulletin issued today. Many emi- 
nent scientists and amateur star gazw 
ers had laid claim ,to the honor, which 
was considered quite noteworthy, as 
the star was the brightest seen in 
several centuries. 


Based on reports on file at the ob- 
servatory, Prof. Edward C. Pickering 
the director, said that the first Ameri- 
can discoverer of the Nova, according 
to accounts so far received here was 
Mr. Gould, who noticed it Saturday 
evening, June 8, at 13 hours, 50 min- 
utes, Greenwich mean time, which wag 
S.50 p. m., eastern standard time, or 
9.BO p. m., daylight saving time. The 
latter is not officially recognized by 
astronomers in their calculations. 
In a previous bulletin, Director Pic- 


kering- said that the first direct infor- 
mation reached the observatory in a 
telephone message from Warren .H. 
Cudworth, of Norwood, Mass., who no- 
ticed the star" while returning home. 


Mr. Cudworth's enterprise 
enabled 
the observatory staff to obtain valua- 
ble photographs, but Mr. Gould, it was 
stated, saw it first.

pickpockets and disorderly women. 


:In rebuttal, Attorney Callahan sta- 


ted that, being a professional bonds- 
man, 
Solomon had to be ..seen in the 


company of lawbreakers desiring to 
be'bailed out. and that he knew thsl 
class of. persons ' by reason of that 
fact. 
Solomon denied the charges of the 


police, saying that 
he 
worked 
all 


hours of the day and night as a pro- 
fessional bondsman and also for At- 
torney Callahan, his lawyer. 
/ 


Lieut. Irwin conducted the case for 


the government. He questioned Solo- 
mon concerning the class of people he 
bailed out and also asked him about 
houses in the South End. 
Had Bailed Out 500 Persons 


Solomon admitted that he did so to 


some of the houses in question, 
but 
that he went on business. Lieut. Wil- 
liam J. Irwin, who arrested him. told 
the judge that he knew .of no office 
conducted by Solomon as a profes- 
sional bondsman, saying that the de- 
lendant was to be found in the cor- 
ridor of 
the municipal court 
every 


norning. 
Solomon said that he made between 


$20 and ?30 a week, and that he came 
to court because he was requested to 


be in tlis courthouse bj' Attorney Ca! 
lahan and others with whom he did 
business. 


Solomon testified 
that during th 
last live months he had balled 
ou 


more than 500 persons and that at tlie 
present time 
had 
$2150 up 
in the 


criminal courts in bonds. 
He said 


always carried a large 
amount 


money and put his hand ill his tr 
sera' pocket, saying: "Your Honor. - 
have with me now 510,000." The judge 
refused to see H. 
Four attorneys, two of. whom 
also bail commissioners, 
testified 
ir 


behalf of Solomon. 
They said that 


they did considerable business 
with 


Solomon and that Solomon, so far a! 
they knew, was a professional bonds 
man. 
Two of the bail commissioner; 


said that Solomon had placed as high 
as $1000 to J2500 in cash in their cus- 
tody for the -ippearance of a client in 
court the next day. Two of them also 
testified that they knew Solomon was 
in the employ of Attorney Herbert F. 
Callahan. 


At the close of the testimony, Judge 


Bennett said he would hear Attorney 
Callahan. The latter stated that the 
government had not made out a case 
of idle and disorderly conduct against 
Solomon, that he was a hard-working 
nan, 
that 
he was 
a professional 


>ondsman, was employed by him. and 
that bonding such as 
Solomon has 


ueen doing was as legitimate as that 
conducted 
by 
the 
big companies. 


Judge Bennett said: "1 find him guii- 
y. His office seems to have been the 
^olirt corridor. 1 consider that he is 
nore or less of a runner for attor- 
icys. We have been trying to rid the 
corridor of such persons."

appealed and bail was furnished for 
lis appearance in the superior court.

•:*acc or quit the field In exhaustion. 


Transcaucasia is composed of Ar- 


menians and Georgians, who united 
against the common enemy when much 
of - their territory v«s surrendered 10 
the Turku by 
I ho Bolshevik govern- 


ment at the Brcyt-I.ttovak conferenr.p. 
The Armenians and Licureians refused 


to recognize the right of the Bolshe- 
viki to surrender their lands. 


Turks Attack Republics 


Enver Pasha and Talaat Pasha im- 


mediately sent Turkish armies against 
the combined Georgian and Armenian 
armies, who were really the same 
armies that had carried the Russian 
flag into Asiatic Turkey 
under the 


leadership of Grand Duke Nicholas. 


Deserted by their Bolshevik Russian 


comrades, the armies of the new re- 
public were slowly driven east and 
north into their own territory. 


At the same time the Baku Tartars, 


Mohammedans and Turkish sympathiz- 
ers, who wore always unruly under 
the czar's sway, turned against the 
Georgians and 
Armenian Christians, 


and started massacres of unarmed vil-

and seizure yesterday was to prevent 
its removal and disposal 
as a food- 


stuff locally.

Learning- of this, the volunteer wrote 
to a SwiPs diplomat, saying: 


"Since 1 have been in the service, 1 


have become firmly convinced that 1 
have done the best thing- T could an.1 
I have no intention of availing myself 
of your offer." (To obtain a discharge.) 
Expressing to his Swiss friend his con- 
victions concerning his resolution to 
fight for America, the volunteer wrote: 


"I feel that th<T United

of the German?.

SAFEGUARDING THE YOUNG 
The Young People's Welfare com- 


'Jnittee of Lowell has been organized to 
study some of the problems confront- 
ing us. Parents and guardians can do 
more than anyone else to safeguard 
the children so dear to them. 
No 
greater duty than this, patriotic, pa- 
rental, or religious, faces you. 
To this end. we ask your co-opera- 


tion, as well as your care fill consider- 
ation of the following questions: 


1. Are you sure you know the true 


character of 
your children's associ- 


ates' 
2. Where do your children spend 


their evenings and their spare time? 


3. What kind of books and stories 


are they reading? 


4. When they ,go to the "movies," 


do they see clean,' respectable films. or 
those which lower, rather than uplift, 
their ideas o£ life? 
.-5. Will you, if the occasion pre- 


sents itself, 
befriend, 
protect, and 


guide aright the young people you 
meet? 
We urge you not to cast this letter 


aside without further thought. 
You 


may1 think your children are safe; but 
do you know they are protected from 
debasing temptations? 


The above is part of a letter sent 


out to the mothers and fathers of 
Lbwe'll by the Young People's Welfare 
committee of this city and the letter 
as a. whole is one that should receive 
the most careful attention of all who 
are "interested in the safeguarding of 
the young against the evils indicated. 


This question of safeguarding chil- 


dren may be regarded in two distinct 
a'spects: first, as to their physical 
safety, or the protection of life and 
limb; and, second, the proper safe- 
guarding of their morals by careful 
guidance with* the necessary direction 
and restraint. 


First, as to the physical safety of 


children, we have repeatedly spo*ken 
of the carelessness or even 
criminal 


is a. matter so grave that some remedy 
is absolutely necessary. Some munic- 
ipal organization 
must interpose to 


bring such parents to a sense of their 
:duty. To cite an example of condi- 
tions along our public streets, we may 
mention that although 
a child was 


nearly killed on Church street last 
Tuesday as a result of running in 
front of an auto, yet every day since, 
at the very 
same 
danger 
point 


there has been a crowd of from ten to 
'fifteen children, ranging in age from 
fl\e to twelve, engaged in the sport 


work. We have in mind another class 
of undesirables, which Food Adminis- 
trator Hoover rightly 
names "War 


Bread Loafers." 


These are persons who eat more 


than a pound and a half of wheat ;/cr 
week. 
They eat it in bread, pics, 


cakes, in cereal form and in puddings. 
These loafers consume more than their 
allotted "loaf1 of wheat flour.' By thus 
doing they aid the kaiser and 
steal 


bread from the mouths 
of 
hungry 


women and children of Great Britain, 
Belgium,. France and Italy—our war 
helpers. 


But because they are sly anu deceit- 


ful it is hard to catch these loafers, 
Apparently the only thing loyal Amer- 
icans can do is to eat less than their 
wheat ration to balance the loss occa- 
sioned by the selfish loafers. 


;6f catching- on to passing: teams and 
trucks. It is really wonderful that 
more- of them are not killed. The fact 
that or.e was run over but a few days 
ago and taken lo the hospital with a 
fractured skull has not caused 
the 


parents.an the vicinity to exercise any 
greater care for the safety of their 
little ones/ They are probably work- 
ing in the mills and leave the children 
to run where they 
please for 
the 


greater part of the day. 


Such of them, as are old enough to 


go to school 
attend 
during 
school 


hours and the others are on the 
streets. 
If 
an 
investigation 
were 


made, it would probably show that 
the mothers of some 
of; them have 


left mere babes in charge 
of 
older 


children during the entire day. Thus 
the children who are old enough 
to run 
the 
streets 
are 
exposed 


to * accidents while the 
infants 
at 


home are not receiving the care 
necessary to keep them alive and free 
from the diseases brought on by mal- 
nutrition and lack. of proper 
care. 


The greed to earn good wages in the 
munition factories or the mills has 
induced some mothers to neglect their 
babes at home and to leave their older 
children exposed, unguarded, to all 
the.dangers of the streets. 


Now as to the other dangers, the 


moral pitfalls in the path of the young, 
such as are referred to in the letter 
from which we quote, it may be said 
.they are very numerous and that there 
is the greatest need of safeguarding 
the morala of the young. 


The street may be regarded as the 


university of crime and when children 
congregate in gangs the innocent are 
corrupted. In many cases that have 
come to the attention ot" the police, 
children of tender years are taught to 
steal by their elders, while others are 
trained to playing crap and various 
other forms of minor gambling. Over 
such children there is no restraint as 
to what books they will read and as 
they grow older, they manage to at- 
tend the movies where they see many 
things that suggest crimes of various 
kinds to the young mind. We be- 
lieve there am many lilms presented 
in some of the local theatres 
that 


should be cut out by the censor, for, 
contrary to the general supposition, 
"we have such an 
official. 


The vice of smoking cigarets is en- 


couraged by some small stores that 
*>ell them to children. Not infrequent- 
ly adults send children to stores for 
cigarets and pay them for their trou- 
ble by giving them Rome 
to smoke. 


These ore but a few of the tempta- 


tions that are thrust, upon children 
and against which they should be 
protected. If the Young People's Wel- 
fare committee .succeeds in driving 
out some of the degrading allurements 
placed in the path of the young they 
will have rendered a service of inesti- 
mable value to this community. 


In the industrial environment at the 


present time, young and old, good 
and bad ar« thrown together as never 
before, with consequences that to say 
the least are in very many cases de- 
moralizing 
to 
Ihe 
young. How lo 


safeguard the young in such cases Is 
Q matter of Individual training.

have been feeding the people upon de- 
lusions for the -last three years and 
now it appears there is to be a rude 
awakening. 


The war is taking on 
some 
new 


phases which indicate 
the 
turning 


point of the tide, so to speak, so that 
hereafter the central powers wilf be 
driven back" and defeated in practi- 
cally every effensive movement they 
attempt. 


The surprising thing on the side of 


the enemy is, that 
Austria 
should 


have allowed the German dictators to 
make her a vassal state. The people 
claim to be defending their freedom, 
but as a matter of fact they have no 
freedom. Austria, 
Turkey, Bulgaria, 


and it might be said Roumania also, 
are now provinces of the new German 
empire. They will 
delivered from the

the Entente powers 
aided 
by 
the 


United States. 


The recent outbreaks of the Turks 


in attacking the American consulate 
and missionary hospitals at Tabriz in 
Persia may probably result in a decla- 
ration of war by the United States. 


Should war be declared on Turkey 


it is probable that an attempt would 
be made to open the Dardanelles or at 
Jeast to reach the Berlin-Bagdad rail- 
road and sever that arterial connec- 
tion between Berlin 
and 
Constanti- 


nople.

The Russian fleet now held by Ger- 


many in the Black 
Sea would 
un- 


doubtedly come to the aid of Turkey 
in such a case, but it is problematic 
to what extent it could operate in the 
Dardanelles. It is not likely that it 
would venture out into the Mediter- 
ranean, although at tile present time 
the naval forces guarding the opening 
of the channel would not be sufficient 
to contend with a number of big bat- 
tleships. The time will come, liow- 
ever, after the German 
submarines 


shall have been further checked when 
part of the United States fleet can be 
spared to assist in the operations in 
the "Mediterranean and when a large 
force of troops can be sent to enter 
Austria through Italy or else to at- 
tack Turkey and help lo cut (he Kais- 
er's railroad.

Molloy of the 
school department are the only Lowell 
men on the board who are not en-

in 
textile 
industries.

school, we supposed, was to be con- 
ducted for the benefit of

and not particularly for the mill cor- 
porations. 


Doubtless all the men chosen are

ITALIAN ARMY. HEADQUARTERS, 


Th/irsday, June 20. (By The Associated 
Press.)—The second phase of the Aus- 
trian offensive featured by aftacks to 
the le_ft of Valstagna, along the Bren- 
ta river and in the mountains, should 
logically begin soon now that the ef- 
fort on the Piave has failed.

new their efforts to penetrate to the

Along the Piave, the Italian posi- 


tions are 
virtually unchanged.

Austrians arp lighting well, according 
to the Italians, but the latter are out- 
classing them. It is believed that the 
Italians would have driven the Austri- 
ans back across the river before tills 
but for tlie nature of the open fight- 
ing, 
which an American on this front 


said reminded him of the Indian com- 
bats in the old days. 
Night fighting 


and bushwhacking methods are nec- 
essary, although they are not favored 
by the military authorities because of 
the contusion and-danger of tiring up- 
on their own men, especially whera 
large bodies of troops are engaged. 
Austrian Louse* Very Heavy 


Another 
difficulty 
has 
been the 


similarity in color between the Ital- 
ian and Austrian uniforms. The Aus- 
trian 
losses 
have been 
extremely 


heavy. Although there is much sharp 
lighting, there are many lulls during 
which the only distraction of the ar- 
mies is watching the bombing .opera- 
tions of the rival aviators. 


The fighting on the Montello plateau 


continues to be very severe since it is 
felt by the Italians that the loss 
of 


this position would be more important 
than the withdrawal from a few kilo- 
metres of ground 
along 
the 
Piave. 


The conditions there are also bad, ow- 
ing to the wooded hills, 
which 
are 


crossed by 72 ravines, each 
one of 


which constitutes a separate line of 
defense. 
Many 
of them are 
still 


strewn with dead, an indication of the 
intensity of the Austrian resistance as 
the enemy was slowly 
pressed 
back 


from points he had won on the first 
rush. 


The Austrians early in the offensive 


liad almost half the plateau, but now 
they have only about 
one-third, 
in- 


cluding many of their best positions, 
such as the town of Nervesa. which 
has been set on fire by the Italian ar- 
tillery. 


No fear is felt in Venice that the 


Austrians will get there. The corres- 
pondent, on visiting the city, fo.und an 
absence of excitement.

OUR SENSE Of PROPO! 


It has'TJeen considered bad form to tell tales—to tell iales 


out of school—and this has been carried on till in ow com- 
munity and national life the due-sense of proportion has been 
to a great extent lost. 
- 


The correction "of evil and wrong doing has been an unpopu- 


lar duty, we have submitted to so much because personal and or- 
ganized action to correct things was considered "bad form"—in 
fact so little has the individual assumed snch duties, that when 
anyone stirred anything up, he was called a muck-raker, ac- 
cused of animosity to some one, or having an axe to gnnfl and in 
many instances had actually lost his sense of. proportion. 


Nevertheless, although we have held back'the voluntary and 


dutiful action of the individual—discountenanced the efforts of 
the altruists—and even the best influences—in order to dis- 
courage the muck-rakers, the vindictive and the grafters, we have 
still permitted, participated in, and propitiated unproven ma- 
licious slanders, ill-natured criticism and scoffing remarks against 
movements, organizations, persons, and even the government. 


'Who steals my purse steals trash, 


But he who filches from me my good name 
Robs me of that which not enriches him 
And makes me poor indeed." 


Human nature is improving but will always have much to 


eliminate .and this is one of the every day diversions of con- 
versation which should be eradicated—not by creating a scene 
which in peace times is bad form but by suppressed contempt 
in silence. 


In war time use your own judgment, and your sense of pro- 


portion but fearlessly—Some things cannot be said nor listened • 
to in war times without protest. 


Again—Our sense of proportion must outgrow our school 


days— telling tales is one thing, but duty to the country is an- 
other and anyone who will not report, try to correct, and back 
up the government in suppressing, punishing, and counteracting 
any evil or wrong thing that comes to his knowledge has no sense 
of proportion in regard to things that matter in war times. 


Every one of us is part of the government and we must see 


bur wishes—and they must be accepted and adopted .as our 
•wishes—carried out in the spirit if not to'the letter, but if pos- 
sible to the leter—We are in this war to win.
